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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments submitted by the applicant 
regarding the 102 rejection are not deemed persuasive to overcome the rejection of record. More specifically, applicant argues that the 
instant invention is drawn to a multivalent compound that expresses three different varaible regions. However, contrary to applicants 
assertions, the claims do not specifically limit the compound to having three different varaible regions, instead only that the VH and VL 
regions differ by at least one idiotope. As argued in the Final Office action, mailed 6/2/2004, an idiotope is an antigeneic determinant 
found on the varaible regions of an antibody, and because antibodies are essentially peptides, there are many possible idiotopes per 
variable region (i.e. VH or VL). Nowhere in the claims are there any specific limitations drawn to "three different varaible region". 
Therefore the rejection of claims under 35 USC 102 is maintained.
